Thanksgiving Time 


Before this month ends this country 
will celebrate a holiday peculiar to this 
nation—a holiday not to commemorate 
a national victory or to honor a national 
hero, but a continuation of an observ- 
ance entirely religious in its concept, yet 
national in its origin. A grateful people 
struggling to get their ive to take root 
on a new concent knew the stress of 
trail blazing, the strain of danger, the 
discipline of want, and the thankfulness 
for survival after the first year in a new 
world. They came to a new land in 
order to have religious freedom, and 
their thankfulness found expression in 
thanksgiving to the God they came to 
worship. 

There is a difference between thank- 
fulness and thanksgiving, though per- 
haps some mistake the former for the 
latter. Thankfulness is impersonal, 
often passive. Thanksgiving is thank- 
fulness in action. 

It is not presumption to assume that 

all ten lepers who were cleansed by the 
word of the Master were thankful to be 
delivered from a hopeless, living death 
that promised only misery to its victims. 
But only one returned to give thanks. 
And Jesus inquired, “Were there not 
ten cleansed, but where are the nine?” 
(Luke 17:17). One had received no 
more than the other nine. He expressed 
his thankfulness to the One Who was 
the giver of his deliverance. That is 
thanksgiving. And he, though his name 
is not known, is given a place in the 
Divine Record—commended for his 
proper response to the goodness of God. 

As a nation we have much not only 
to be thankful for, but to give thanks 
for, to give thanks to the One from 
Whom these benefits and_ blessings 
come. “Every good gift and every per- 
fect gift is from above, and cometh 
down from the Father of lights, with 
whom is no variableness, neither shadow 
of turning.” (James 1:17). 


As Christians, redeemed by the blood 
of Jesus Christ, born again into the 
kingdom of God, children of the 
heavenly Father, we have still more for 
which to give God thanks. And those 
who have found that the infilling of the 
Holy Spirit of God is as real today is 
in the days of the Book of Acts, those 
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who have been baptized with and are 
filled with the Holy Spirit have even 
more for which to praise and thank God. 

Jesus teaches the possibility of giv- 
ing thanks when it is out of place to do 
so—a time when thanks to God is out 
of order. The Pharisee in Jesus’ parable

There was no 
justification in that kind of thanks- 
giving. True thanksgiving recognizes 
God, the goodness of God, the bounty 
of God, the love of God, and our lack 
without His provision. 

May our thanksgiving be not only 
for a day, but always, and not tainted 
with self complacency, but humbly rec- 
ognizing and praising the One “from 
Woe “Al blessings flow.” 

“Enter His gates with thanksgiving, 
and into His courts with praise” (Psalm

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Ls scarcity of meat has become a 
major political football in recent days. 
Black markets and spiraling prices has 
become the number one problem—“All 
that a man hath will he give for his life.” 
The pursuits of food, clothing, and 
shelter are to the general populace the 
all-important questions. In the fourth 
chapter of John we behold the humanity 
of Jesus as well as His divinity. He who 
is the Bréad of life began His ministry 
hungering. He who is the Water of 
Life ended His ministry thirsting. He 
had: not where to lay His head; vet He 
is our rest, and we can find life in His 
death, and healing in His wounds. 
I. Food for the Body... 

As seen in the securing of water by 
the Samaritan woman and the purchas- 
ing of meat by the disciples.

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Meat To Eat From 
Hidden Sources

(John 4:31-34) 


in our text Christ seeks to teach that 
spiritual needs supersede material needs 
and there are spiritual refreshments 
which are little known. This secret, hid- 
den nourishment satisfied our Lord and 
was manifested in service. There are 
two schools of thought concerning the 
fountain of service. The first group 
placing the emphasis on reason quotes 
such Scripture as Isaiah 1:18 and Ro- 
mans 12:1-2. ‘They further argue that 
man is superior to the beast because of 
his reasoning qualities. “No,” says the 
second group, “Feelings, emotions must 
be the mainspring of service.” Man’s 
thoughts are not God's thoughts. “Can 
any by searching find out God?” they 
inquire. But Christ had no conflict with 
either school of thought. Christ never 
rebuked the wildest enthusiasm nor 
made light of the tenderest emotions. 
And neither do we find any unreason- 
able actions or demands of Christ. Yet 
He reenforced and reiterated Old Testa- 
ment teachings when they placed the 
emphasis on the will. Acceptable serv- 
ice is conditioned on first the surrender 
of our wills to His. Throughout the 
Bible God promises: “I will if you will” 
(Lev. 19:5; 22:19, 29). And then in 
the 26th chapter of Leviticus He prom- 
ises blessings “If thou wilt . . .” Judges 
5:2—“Praise ye the Lord for the aveng- 
ing of Israel, when the people willingly 
offered themselves.” 1 Chron. 29:5— 
“Who then is willing to consecrate his 
service this day unto the Lord?” Service 
must be founded in the will. It will take 
more than reason, more than emotions 
to see a given task accomplished. There 
must first be a willingness, as shown 
forth in case of the Macedonians— 
(2 Cor. 8:5, 10-11). With this revealed 
will of God comes the call to action. 
Back of all knowledge (revealed truth) 
must be obedience to His will—CJohn 
7:17). “The proof of the pudding is in 
the eating.” Illustration: Mark 3:31-35. 

To do the Father’s will is food for the 
soul (John 4:34). As material food sus- 
tains and strengthens the body so doing 
the Lord’s will sustains and strengthens 


. finished. 


the soul. To do-His will is not a burden 
but a delight, not a sacrifice but a pleas- 
ure. It is like food to the hungry and 
water to the thirsty. 

Food does at least two things:—Satis- 
fies inner craving: growth and strength. 
“My meat is to DO—.” ‘The most sub- 
stantial nourishment is in doing —not 
talking it, but in doing the will of God. 
Our Lord’s meat was to finish the work 
God had given Him (John 5:36; 6:38- 
40). Many have zeal to begin, but lack 
courage and strength to see the task 
We should be too active to 
stagnate, too busy to freeze. We should 
be like Cromwell, who not only struck 
when the iron was hot, but made it hot 
by striking. 

Christ’s meat was in soul-winning. In 
this chapter, behold soul-winning sur- 
mounts racial and class distinctions. 
Here is a Jew speaking with a Samaritan. 
Here a man, a teacher, speaking pub- 
licly with a woman. Oh, friend, obed- 
ience to the will of God is more import- 
ant than natural food. The woman for- 
gets her earthen water pots to go tell 
others, Christ forgets earthly food, being 
so absorbed in winning souls. Let me 
hunger, let me thirst, but never let me 
disobey: God. May we cultivate a spirit- 
ual appetite to feed on the will of God 
C1 John 2:17).

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What Prayer Has Accomplished 
By Mrs. J. H.' Carver 


The earnest prayer of our Lord 
brought forth the hunger in the hearts 
of the disciples and the deep-rooted de- 
sire that they also be taught to pray— 
“Lord, teach us to pray” (Luke 11:1). 
What beautiful words, yea, and more 
than that, what holy desire prompted 
this most fruitful of all requests, “Teach 
us to pray.” 

What is prayer? One writer has said 
that “prayer is the conscious union of 
the soul of man with God.” Another 
has made this statement that “prayer is 
a child’s petition to an all-wise, all- 
powerful, all-loving heavenly Father.” 

To pray, one does not have to utter 
words audible to any human ear; a 
groan, a deep desire of the soul, the 
faintest whisper might be a_ prayer. 
Many times our prayers are unutterable, 
as the deep unfathomable desires of the 
infinite through the Spirit are pressed 
upon the soul of finite man. “Likewise 
the spirit also helpeth our infirmities: 
for we know not what we should pray 
for as we ought; but the Spirit Himself 
maketh intercession for us with groan- 
ings that cannot be uttered.” What a 
glorious assurance of a weapon that 
cannot be defeated, of one who in spite 
of our infirmities (weaknesses) can pray 
through us, the definite will of God for 
the highest attainment of His will and 
present that petition at the throne of 
grace. 

James 5:16 tells us “The effectual, 
fervent prayer of a righteous man avail- 
eth much.” 
~ What has prayer availed? 

I. Prayer ushered in the first church 
CActs 1:13, 14: Acts 2:5, 2). 

Oh, glorious sound, heaven-sent ,an- 
swer that unified and bound together 
the first body of believers. The early 
chtirch or body of believers was a holy 
church, active church, mighty church, 
serving church, fearful church, and last 
but not least, a praying church. Prayer 
anointed the church with authority 
(Acts 4:29). 

IJ. Prayer opened the door to the 


Gentiles. Acts 10:9 gives us the won- 


derful narrative of Peter and the vision 
of the sheet knit at the four corners, 
preparing the way for the glad message 
of salvation and the outpouring of the 
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Holy Ghost to be preached to the Gen- 
tiles also. “For the promise is unto you 
_ and them that are afar off” (Acts 2: 
39), Wondrous acclamation bringing us 
redemption in this twentieth century.

Herod the king, willing to vex 
certain of the church, killed James the 
brother of John with the sword and pro-

church in his behalf. Acts 12:5—“Peter, 


therefore, was kept in prison, but prayer ' 


was made without ceasing of the church 
unto God for him.” How marvellously 
his deliverance was wrought by the 
angel! What a glorious deliverance that 
can be wrought by a praying church, 
releasing the captives from the prison 
houses of sin causing them to rejoice in 
the new found assurance of salvation. 

IV. Prayer brings revelation — John 
the revelator, though banished on the 
lonely Isle of Patmos for the testimony 
of Jesus, did not lose the vision of the 
power of prayer but was “in the Spirit 
on the Lord’s day” and a door was opened 
for him in heaven, through which you 
and I have the sublime truths handed 
down to us. Many a Christian martyr 
though bound in chains, shut from the 
fields and air, has handed down to the 


millions of believers who have come 


_after them immortal truths through the 


revelation of the Spirit. The body might 
be bound but the flight of the soul knows 
no bounds. John Bunyan’s immortal 
book Pilgrim’s Progress was written in 
a dungeon.

V. Prayer brings about retributive 
justice.

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HE interesting word to which we are 

to give attention is the Greek word 
epicikes rendered “moderation” in our 
King James Version in Philippians 4:5, 
and “forbearance” in the R.V. The 
word is, as Dr. Adam Clarke has well 
said, a word of very extensive significa- 
tion. There is no word in the English 
language that adequately conveys the 
full meaning of the Greek word. Hence 
the difficulty that has been experienced 
by all the translators in translating it. 
They have searched in vain for a word 
to express the meaning of the apostle, 
and that they have failed is evident 
from the various ways in which the 
word has been rendered. 


Moffatt, Moulton, Young, Worrell, 
and Conybeare & Howson have follow- 
ed the R.V. and the A.R.V. in translat- 
ing the word “forbearance.” In the 
Concordant Version it is rendered: “leni- 
ence.” By Weymouth and in the Twen- 
tieth Century New Testament it is 
rendered “forbearing spirit.” In the 
Modern New Testament According to 
the Eastern Text, Translated from Orig- 
inal Aramaic Sources, by George M. 
Lamsa, it is rendered “humility.” Dean 
Farrar renders it “reasonableness,” as 
does Helen Barrett Montgomery in the 
New Testament in Modern English. 
In the Emphatic Diaglot it is rendered 
“gentleness,” and in the Book of Books, 
the New Testament Complete and Un- 
abridged, published by the United So- 
ciety for Christian Literature in Eng- 
land, it is rendered “equity.” The New 
Testament in Basic English renders it 
“gentle behaviour,” and Dr. Robert D. 
Weekes, “propriety of conduct.” 

Here we have ten different render- 
ings, in addition to the rendering in the 
Authorized Version, giving us an idea 
as to the difficulty the translators have 
experienced in. satisfactorily rendering 
the word into English. 

The word in the Greek New Testa- 
‘ment occurs just five times. Three times 
it is rendered “gentle,” once it is ren- 
dered “patient,” and once “moderation.” 
The only other translations I have in 
which it is rendered in Philippians 4:5 
as it is rendered in the King James Ver- 
‘sion are the Smith-Goodspeed trans- 
lation and the latest Roman Catholic 
Version, which, by the way, is a very 
excellent translation by Roman Catholic 
scholars who evidently did their best to 
produce a version that could not be

charged with having been produced for 
the express purpose of propagating 
Catholic doctrine in contradistinction to 
Protestant truth. Desiring to procure a 
copy I went to a Roman Catholic book 
store in San Francisco, where I was 
frankly told it would be necessary for 
me to procure an order from my priest. 
As I did not know personally any Roman 
Catholic priest to whom to make appli- 
cation I had to apply through the only 
Priest I knew, namely, the Lord Jesus, 
“called of God an High Priest after 
the order of Melchisedec” (Heb. 5:10), 
and it was not long until He, through 
the facilities of the American Bible 
Society, placed a copy in my hands. 

There is another Greek word that 
Dr. Adam Clarke tells us means exactly 
the same thing as does epieikes. The 
word is epieikeia. It is found just twice. 
In Acts 24:4 it is rendered “clemency,” 
and in 2 Corinthians 10:1, “gentleness.” 

Dr. Macknight has given us the most 
complete and satisfactory definition of 
the word I have found. It is worth re- 
membering. He says that “it means 
meekness under provocation, readiness 
to forgive injuries, equity in the manage- 
ment of business, candor in judging 
of the character and actions of others; 
sweetness of disposition, and the entire 
government of the passions.” It will be 
seen at once that, if this is a satisfactory 
definition, there is no single word in our 
language that fully and adequately ex- 
presses the meaning of the word Paul 
used. 

It means, in the first-place, meekness 
under provocation. It is easy to be 
meek when there is no occasion for pro- 
vocation. But if we are meek then, and 
not when there is occasion for provoca- 
tion, are we really meek? Have you ever 
noticed what God says about the meek? 
“The Lord lifteth up the meek” (Ps. 
147:6). “The meek shall eat and be 
satisfied” (Ps. 22:6). “The meek shall 
inherit the earth” (Ps. 37:11; Matt. 
5:5). “The meek will He guide in judg- 
ment: and the meek will He teach His 
sia eC Sig 20,9) ik quoted this last 
mentioned passage to a good sister at 
the camp meeting at St. Helena a few 
years ago. She had asked me to pray 
that she might be guided in a certain 


matter, and I prayed for her. Then I 
tried to help her by calling her attention 
to God's word. Having quoted this pass- 
age I noticed that a strange light came 
into her eyes. She said, “You could not 
have quoted a more suitable passage.” 
Then she asked, “Do you know what 
my name is?” I said, “No, I do not recall 
that I ever met you before, and I have 
never heard your name mentioned.” 
She said, “My*name is Meek—Miss 
Meek.” “The passage,” I said, “is cer- 
tainly for you, but it is not enough that 
Meek is your name; you must be meek; 
you must be what your name indicates,” 
and I might have added that they only 
are truly meek who follow the injunc- 
tion of the Master, “Learn of me, for I 
am meek and lowly in heart.” 


It means, in the second place, readi- 
ness to forgive injuries. It is hard for 
some people to forgive. This is because 
thcy do not have a due appreciation of 
what God did for them when He for- 
gave their sins and made them members 
of His family. How can one who does 
not forgive others pray the prayer Jesus 
taught His disciples to pray, “Forgive us 
our debts as we forgive our debtors”? — 
Every time he prays that prayer he asks 
his Father in heaven to refuse to forgive 
his trespasses. And where is the man 
among us who does not need forgive- 
ness every day of his life? Each of us 
ought to commit to memory and repeat 


quite frequently Ephesians 4:29-32. 


It means, in the third place, equity in 
the management of business. The Chris- 
tian business man should conduct his 
business on a strictly Christian basis. 
And, whether we are business men or 
not, we cannot get through life without 
having something to do with business 
deals. And equity in all business deals 
must be the rule, the infallible rule, of 
every child of God. God not only ex- 
pects it; He demands it. He said away. 
back in the days of Moses, “That which 
is altogether just shalt thou follow, that 
thou mayest live, and inherit the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee” 
(Deut. 16:20). That was under the 
law, but God does not expect less right- 
eousness under grace than He expected

From Sister Inez Kreiss, whose work 
is at the B.C.H. Mission, Orai, Jalaun 
District, comes word that mail is more 
welcome than ever now that she is 
working alone, since her co-worker has 
returned to this country for furlough. 
For some time mail was held up by a 
postal strike but now correspondence is 
getting through. About the work there, 
she writes: 

“Our work here continues about the 
same. Our little school began with over 
100 students in attendance, and you al- 
ways count at least one fourth or one 
fifth absent each day. Our teachers 
who had taken a course in child evan- 
gelism returned this year with a new 
vision and a real zeal and desire to see 
these children brought to the Lord. 
What a blessing it has been to me for 
them to take this interest. In prayer I 
had told the Lord I wondered how I 
could carry the load, how I could attend 
to the spirituality of the school and do 
all the other things besides. But before 
I had called He had answered by giv- 
ing these teachers a vision of their re- 
sponsibility towards these kiddies. You 
see, no one in India does more than he 
has to, and if he does he is looked down 
upon. So this is a real mark of grace in 
the lives of these teachers. Never, in 
India, do anything you do not get paid 
for; anyone knows that. The end of 
the week eight little hands were raised 
that their black hearts would be made 
white through the blood of Jesus. This 
week two raised their hands when the 
invitation was given. Remember, these 
are not Christians, but Hindu and Mo- 
hammedan children living in their 
homes but coming to us day by day. 

“The evangelistic work is coming 
along about the same. Sometimes the 
reports are very encouraging. . . . One 
outstanding case since our return to 
the plains is that reported by our Bible 
women. They had visited in this home 
many times, but like many others they 
were more ot less indifferent. Then one 
of the young men became interested and 
welcomed them as they came, stopping 
his work to hear the Word and what 
they sang. On the visit reported, he said, 
‘A man in white came to me when I 
was in trouble, real trouble, and both 
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times he came to me, said “Be not afraid.” 
Now when I am not talking to others I 
pray in the name of Jesus and He hears 
me. He had accepted the Man in 


White as the One the Christians had 
been telling him about. 


“We have a number of inquirers. All 
have bought Bibles and are reading 
them. So many do that and will study 
and continue seeking until the light 
comes. Many even accept Jesus, but 
like the rich man go. away sorrowing 
when He calls them to follow Him, for 
the price is heavy in Hindustan. Don't 
condemn them, but pray for them. We 
often say we have many spiritual chil- 
dren born to die. The world counts 
those they see. Mothers remember with 


love each child born.”

From Brother and Sister Oliver L. 


Foth comes word of their activities in 
Coonoor, Milgiris, South India. 

“It hardly seems possible that it is 
well over a year since we bade goodbye 
to friends and relatives.on the West 
Coast of the U. S. and set our faces to- 
ward India. To some whom we have 
had opportunity to contact only occas- 
ionally since we left, it might be of 
interest to hear how the Lord has led us. 


“When we left California the first of 
June 1945 the war was still in progress, 
but we had high hopes of sailing from 
New York almost immediately. Instead, 
we spent three hot, humid months in 
New York waiting for a ship. Up to 
that time it seemed that the Lord had 
constantly made the rough places smooth 
before us, and everything concerning 
our going to India had been undertaken 
for in a wonder way. But six weeks 
before we were to sail, our three-year-old 
boy, Dickie, developed a serious mastoid. 
Almost simultaneously our girl, Lou- 
anne, who is eight years old, took sick 
with a severe case of tonsilitis, and Sister 
Foth came down seriously ill with a 
streptococcus infection of the throat 
and had seven large boils Cat one time) 
under one arm. Little did we realize it 
at the time, but this was the beginning 
of a series of trials that was to continue 
unabated for seven months. What 
seemed so strange to us (and yet it 
should not have) was that we had 


scarcely had any sickness in our family 
for years. ‘Then, suddenly, as we were) 
to depart for India, these trials. |

Sister Foth immediately began to im 
prove and today is every whit whole. 
Those seven months were dark ones, 
but we found our precious Lord Jesus} 
more real and present than we had ever 
known Him before. Praise His wonder+

“Our main task . . . is to lay hold of) 
the Tamil language, which is spoken ini 
this part of India. One of the major) 
languages of India, Tamil is considered: 
to be one of the more difficult of the: 
world’s languages. It is spoken by almose 
30 million people, who live in an area 
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equal to approximately that of half. of 
the State of California. Many parts of 
this area have either not been touched 
by the gospel of Jesus Christ, or touched 
so lightly by a passing evangelist or mis- 
sionary, that there is very little evidence 
of Christianity in these sections. 


“Though our main task at present is 
language study, the Lord has graciously 
opened many doors of ministry for us. 
We have had the opportunity to min- 
ister the Word on ‘the average of once 
or twice every week. . .. He has been 
pleased to give us souls. In our first 
service in India, a few days after we ar- 
rived, six Indian young people surrend- 
ered their lives to Christ. . . . A short 
time ago, when conducting services in 
a church about 12 miles from here, in 


the church which C. T. Studd, that out- 


standing missionary-warrior pastored for _ 


six years about 40 years ago, the Lord 
wonderfully laid hold of the heart of a 
well educated Telugu Brahmin man and 
his entire family and saved all of them, 
with the exception of his wife. The 
Brahmins are the highest caste of the 
Hindus, and most of the leaders, officials, 
and religious leaders of India come from 
this caste. Very few of them ever really 
turn to the Lord Jesus Christ; so there 
is cause for rejoicing whenever there is 
any apparent fruit from among them.” 


 @ Philippine Islands 
Brother Pedro Z. Collado, long out of 


contact with this country because of 
the war, writes that once more he is 
enjoying the Grap ‘T1prncs paper as it 
reaches him again with the news of the 
District and the other features of its 
contents, which he finds such a bless- 
ing after being long isolated from con- 
tact with others in this country. He 
writes: 

“The work of the gospel is still going 
on in spite of all the miseries, hard- 
ships, and discouragements throughout 
the Philippines. By the grace of God 
I am pressing on... . | wish I could 
attend the wonderful convention. I 
really need spiritual rehabilitation. Pray 
for me that I may be faithful unto Him 
who called me into the work.”

Brother and Sister Bernhard Johnson 
are still busy for the Lord in Brazil. 
They write, in part: “We are busy get- 
ting ready for the convention and Bible 
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studies in Alfenas and the dedication 
of the new temple there in October. . . . 
About two weeks ago we had the joy of 
visiting the town of Carmo de Rio Claro. 
It is so far away, it seems as if it is at the 
end of the world up there. We are happy 
for the faithful saints. They shout the 
victory, and the Lord has blessed and 
kept them up to this present time. At 
the close of a long meeting, the people 
begged us to keep on with the service. 
One old witchcraft doctor attended the 
meeting. She cried during the whole 
meeting, and when we gave the invita- 
tion, she came forward and gave her 
heart to the Lord. The Christians told 
us she has been terrible to the believers 
and against the gospel. Praise the Lord, 
now she has been set free in Christ 
Jesus! 


“Lately we have been called to many 
private homes, to people who are inter- 
ested in their souls’ salvation and want 
to talk to us personally before they come 
to church. Many sick people are calling 
for us. Last night we had a meeting in 
Villa Barcelona. I started for the meet- 
ing early in the afternoon because I 
wanted to visit people who called me. 
Visited in eleven homes before the meet- 
ing and some of those visited went to 
the meeting with me. In one home was 
a girl, 18 years old, who had fallen into 
a well 20 meters deep and had been 
badly hurt. The home was full of visit- 
ors; so I took the opportunity to speak 
of Christ to them and prayed. They all 
thought our religion is beautiful be- 
cause we do not use a book when we 
pray. The girl now has a great desire 
to serve the Lord.” 


Brother and Sister Johnson are kept 
busy traveling to the many churches in 
cities and towns and to small villages 
and farms on a circuit of ministry to 
many places.

‘Brother and Sister Harold Rhodes are 
now laboring in Freetown, Sierra Leone.

‘They 
write: 


“It is certainly different here than in 
Monrovia. ‘The city is much larger and 


_ more modern. [The living conditions are 


really good and there are plenty of fresh 
vegetables in the markets. The cost of 
living is terribly high and it takes real 
panning to come out even. In the 
interior the folk have garden; however, 
in the city if one had the ground it 
would not be practical to try to raise 
anything as thieves are so bad. . . . We 
are staying with John and Daisy Ken- 
nedy. . . . They certainly know how to 
make us welcome. They live on a hill 
overlooking the town. . . . It is so lovely 
to look over the city with its white 
buildings and red roofs and to see the 
large steamers in the harbors . . . 


“We had a very fine time in Monrovia 
and had a good introduction to the na- 
tives. They are certainly interesting and 
I know we are going to enjoy working 
with them.” ‘ 

@ Peru 


Sister Ruth Coca is still busy 
in the work of the Bible school in Lima. 
She writes: 


“We are coming to the end of an ex- 
ceedingly busy vacation (?) period, that 
is, to the end of the interim between ses- 
sions at the Bible Institute. . . . During 
June and July Miss Blossom and I took 


_a trip of about a thousand miles in order 


to visit a number of our Assembly of 
God churches, both in the mountains 
and along the north central coast of 
Peru. Most of the trip was made by bus, 
with one stretch of railroad, and then 
on horseback over very steep and dan- 
gerous rnountain trails. The end of the 
wearisome road brought us to the town 
of LaPampa (The Plain), where we 
were to take part in a three-day regional 
fellowship meeting. We were glad we 
arrived a day early, both to rest the ach- 
ing muscles unused to recent horseback 
travel, as well as to be on hand when 
the happy group of believers began to. 
arrive. Some came walking over the 
steep mountains for a day or two. Others 
came from distant parts on horseback— 


tired but joyful in the Spirit. There 
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were about 65 visitors beside the local ~ 


group. 

“June, July, and August are the 
months when regional fellowship meet- 
ings, usually of three days duration, are 
held in various sections of the country. 
These meetings are a recent develop- 
ment in our church life in Peru and are 
providing a great blessing and stimulus 
to the work. In one such, away up at 
15,000 feet above sea level, in the bitter- 
cold mining area of central Peru, a little 
church was dedicated. The story of its 
erection is interesting. 

“A Peruvian mining engineer, edu- 
cated, cultured, and worldly was work- 
ing in this section. In his employ were 
some of the humble believers, whose 
lives were so different from those of the 
unsaved about them. One night the 
engineer had a dream in which he found 
himself building a church for the ‘evan- 
gelicals.’ Such a thought certainly had 
never entered the mind of Mr. Paredes 
in his waking hours. But this dream, 
unlike others so soon forgotten, haunted 
the engineer day after day until at last 
he went to where the believers were as- 
sembled and told them the disturbing 
revelation. ‘Our pastor is away at pre- 
sent,’ they answered.. ‘When he returns 
you will have to consult with him.’ 
Upon Pastor Geronimo’s arrival (Gero- 
nimo is one of the Bible school students, 
scarcely able to take time out to finish 
his studies because the need for work- 
ers is great in the cold mining area and 
the laborers are few), Mr. Paredes 
sought him out. The interview led to 
the whole-hearted conversion of the cul- 
tured engineer and a little later to the 
building of a very nice chapel for the 
use of the believers, among whom the 
builder simply counts himself ‘a brother.’ 

“September third to seventh the sixth 
annual conference of the Assemblies of 
God of Peru was held here at the Bible 
school. There was a fine representation 
of ministers, delegates, and missionaries 
present to review the work of the past 
year and plan for further advance. A 
new constitution ample in scope for 
developing ‘the work and workers was 
reviewed and unanimously approved. 
Two were ordained, five given license 
to preach, and three received exhorter’s 
papers, bringing the total of the Peru- 
vian brethren on the ministerial list to 
52. .... Only 15 of them receive regular 
help toward their living expenses from 
outside the country, none of them ade-

Have you been wondering about the 
China Relief barrels? Word has at last 
been received concerning them. I will 
quote from two letters received by Mrs. 
C. F. Ferguson, who was President of 
the W.M.C. group that did most of the 
packing of the used clothing. 

Brother Glenn Dunn writes: “Brother 
Park and I have received the 46 drums 
and the bale of cloth. (This cloth was 
supplied by the Texas W.M.C.) As far 
as we know the shipment is in good 
order. The Hong Kong warehouse did 
not charge any storage because it is re- 
lief materials. The workers who have 
handled it express interest when they 
know that this is a shipment not for the 
profit of the shipper or consignee, but 
for their own people, to help relieve the 
lack of clothing. Not until I had chased 
over Hong Kong waving import and 
export license applications and waded 
through red tape, and Brother Park and 
I had sorted the drums did we realize 
the tremendous undertaking that you 
have carried through. Later we will be 
able to report something of the distribu- 
tion of the goods. Give our love and 
greeting to all in the name of each in- 
dividual who will receive something 
from the shipment. I wish to thank one 
and all who have had a part in getting 
out these supplies. 

“We have heard that the distribution 
situation is very discouraging in Shang- 
hai, but this is not so in South China 
as Sister Betsy Park writes: “When we 
told the folks in Hong Kong church that 
we had brought them used clothing they 
were thrilled to pieces. We left quite a 
number of barrels for them to distribute. 
Sorry we couldn’t have stayed to see the 
outcome. Quite a number have been 
asking me for comforts or coverings for 
winter as so many lost all of their bed- 
ding and are in dire need. Last winter 
they nearly froze. We left nine of the 
barrels at Canton, and they are so happy

By ‘THe SuPERINTENDENT 


No doubt many in our great Glad 
Tidings family will appreciate a little 
up-to-date information concerning our 
new camp development. Those who 
have tried to get anything done of late 
will be able to understand when we re- 
port that work on the grounds has been 
slower by far than we expected. We 
deeply appreciate the patience of those 
who would like to select a lot and get 
building operations under way. You 
have been generous and understanding, 
and for this we are indeed grateful. 
Everything possible is being done to 
speed the work along, but we must 
solicit your continued patience and 
prayers. 

The heavy road work with the bull- 
dozer is finished, but.a short delay is 
necessary to get the culverts in place 
after which the shaping, rolling, and 
oiling process will begin. ‘This finishing 
process should not require a great deal 
of time. Perhaps you will be pleased to 
learn that the committee has- decided 
to spend more time and money on the 
roads than we anticipated in the be- 
ginning. This will necessitate the rais- 
ing of additional funds, but it will pre- 
serve the roads and save money in the 
end. 

Surveying such projects is more in- 
volved and requires more time than can 
be appreciated by the average citizen. 
The preliminary map work is now fin- 
ished and the actual lot survey is under 
way. According to the rather strict regu- 
lations that govern such developments 
we will not be able to open the tract 
until the whole subdivision is surveyed 
and receives the official okay of the 
County Planning Commission. 

The engineer's report indicates that 
our water supply is adequate. A study 
is being made of the cheapest and best 
- method.of getting water to all the lots in 
the subdivision.

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The Power and Light Company has 
informed me that they, too, are behind 
in their commitments but that they will 
provide light and power at the earliest 
possible moment. 


The interest in this camp site and 
Christian community set-up seems on 
the increase, and many are waiting the 
signal to look over the plot and select 
their lots. I am wondering if a goodly 
number of these interested friends could 
be prevailed upon to send in a pledge 
of $100 or more (more is needed and 
would be appreciated) to help in the 
cost of getting the tract ready. Perhaps 
others who have already sent their de- 
posits in would be happy to increase 
the amount if they understood that there 
was a definite need. We are now dan- 
gerously low in this camp fund, and 
speedier and more generous co-operation 
from the friends of this project will be 
necessary before the work can be car- 
ried to completion. After all, the more 
we send now when the need is urgent, 
the less we will have to get together 
when the lots are selected. May we hope 
for a generous response from all those 
who are interested in seeing this sub- 
division opened without further delay. 


At this writing there is little to report 
concerning the prospects for selling the 
St. Helena campground. The property 
has been listed and advertised, but thus 
far we have had no offers. 


I am concerned that our national 
radio program, “Sermons in Song,” shall 
have wider publicity and more generous 
support in our District.

Sixty per cent of Sunday school en- 
rollment is composed of children. 

Eighty per cent of all the Protestant 
churches in the United States today 
were first Sunday schools. 

Ninety-seven per cent of all Protest- 
ant preachers were first members of the 
Sunday school before their conversion, 
and through its influence were led to 
attend church, hear the gospel and be- 
come Christians, and eventually min- 
isters of the gospel. ; 

Eighty-five per cent of Protestant 
church members were members of the 
Sunday school before their conversion 
and were led to be saved, unite with the 
church and become Christian workers, 
largely through the influence of the 
Sunday school. 

Fifty per cent of all the unsaved 
people who attend our churches are 
members of the Sunday school; hence 
the Sunday school is providing the 
church with one half of its prospects for 
salvation and church membership. 

It has been estimated that more than 
fifty per cent of our Bible knowledge 
was acquired through the Sunday 
school. 

Ninety-eight per cent of all Sunday 
schooltrained boys and girls never get 
into serious trouble or crime. The vast 
majority of criminals never attended 


Sunday school.

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Talkativeness 


“He that hath knowledge spareth his 
words: and a man of understanding is 
of a cool spirit.”—Prov. 17:27 (R.V.). 

Talkativeness is utterly ruinous to 
deep spirituality. The very life of our 
spirits passes out in our speech, and 
hence all superfluous talk is a waste of 
the vital forces of the heart. In fruit 
growing it often happens that excessive 
blossoming prevents a good crop, and 
often prevents fruit altogether; and by 
so much loquacity the soul runs wild in 
word bloom, and bears no fruit. I am 
not speaking of sinners, nor of legitimate 
testimony: for Jesus, but of that incessant 
loquacity of nominally spiritual persons 
—of thé professors of purifying grace. It 
is one of the greatest hindrances to deep, 
solid union with God. Notice how peo- 
ple will tell the same thing over and over 
—how insignificant trifles are magnified 
by a world of words: how things should 
be buried are dragged out in gossip; how 
- a worthless non-essential is argued and 
disputed over; how the solemn deep 
things of the Holy Spirit are rattled over 
in a light manner—until one who has 
the real baptism of divine silence in his 
heart, feels he must unceremoniously 
tear himself away to some lonely room 
or forest, where he can gather up the 
fragments of his mind, and rest in God. 

Not only do we need cleansing from 
sin, but our natural human spirit needs 
a radical death to its own noise, activity, 
and wordiness. 

See the evil effects of so much talk: 
First, it dissipates the spiritual power. 
The thought and feeling of the soul 
are like power and steam—the more they 
are condensed, the greater their power. 
The steam that if properly compressed 
would drive a train forty miles an hour, 
if allowed too much expanse, would not 
move it an inch; and so the true action 
of the heart, if expressed in a few Holy 
Ghost selected words, will sink into the 
minds to remain forever, but if dis- 
sipated in any rambljng conversation. is 
likely to be of no profit. 

_ Second, it isa waste of time. If the 
hours spent in useless conversation were 
spent in secret prayer or deep reading, 
we would soon reach a region of soul 
life and divine peace beyond our present 
dreams. 

Third, loquacity inevitably leads to 


saying unwise, or unpleasant, or un- 
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profitable things. In religious conver- 
sation we soon churn up all the cream 
our souls have in them, and the rest of 
our talk is all pale aaa milk, until we 
get alone with God, and Feed in His 
green pasture until the cream rises again. 
The Holy Spirit warns us that “in the 
multitude of words there lacketh not 
sin.” It is impossible for even the best 
of saints to talk beyond a certain point, 
without saying something unkind, or 
severe, or foolish, or erroneous. We 
must settle this personally: if others are 
noisy and gabby, I must determine to 
live in constant quietness and humility 
of heart! I must guard my speech as

brag that it took the police five months 
to get them. ; 

What is to blame for this outbreak of 
violence among children? High among 
the reasons the police assign is the lack 
of discipline in homes and schools. 

‘Almost to a man they favor one 
measure to remedy the situation. It is 
this: Whenever a child destroys prop- 
erty, be it a car, a church or a school 
let the parents be made to foot the bill. 
In every case where a child is arrested, 
let the parent also be brought into 
court and fined for neglect. Without 
any exception he should be fined for 
allowing a young child to be out after 
dark. 

One western city recently passed such 
a law. When a child is found on the 
streets after eight, and gets into trouble, 
the parents are brought in and fined 
$50. As a result, crime by children has 
dropped more than 75 per cent. 

Discipline should he ‘restored to the 
home, and to the schools. Somebody 
ought to be putting the fear of God into 
the children of America. — (Reader's 
Digest).

987 Billion Spent in U.S. in 
Five War Years 

Nearly $1,000,000,000,000 was spent 
in this country during the six defense 
and war years. 

The exact amount, as computed b 
treasury analysts, was $987,000,000,- 
000 expended during the calendar years 
1940 through 1945. 

The federal government, carrying the 
burden of arming and fighting costs, 
spent $365,000,000,000, about three- 
eighths of the total. 

State and local governments — cities 
and counties—spent about $50,000,- 
000,000. 

Individuals and corporations spent 
the remaining $572,000,000,000, put- 
ting up $517,000,000,000 for consum- 
ers goods and services and $55,000,000,- 
000 for production equipment. 


It Costs You $40 a Year 
The net national debt is now approxi- 
mately $255,000,000,000 and it rose 
more than $1,000,000,000 in July. The 


share of each man, woman, and child in. 


the United States is about $1,900 and 
the annual interest charge for each per- 
son is in round sum, $40. 


Our Crop of Religious Illiterates 

In our public schools the pupil comes 
into contact with every major social 
interest—save one. 

We have excluded all instruction in 
religion from general education, there- 
fore religion is thus discounted in the 
eyes of youth. It does not seem import- 
ant. As a result, recent generations of 
American youth have grown up igno- 
rant of religion and indifferent to it. 


What is the answer? The modern. 


home is notoriously incompetent in 
teaching religion. The Sunday School, 
meeting one hour a week, manned by 
volunteer teachers, is little more than a 
gesture toward education. A way must 
be found, therefore, to incorporate the 
teaching 6: religion in the public school 
system if we are to reverse the down- 
ward trend of religious literacy and of 
respect for religion itself. 
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The function of the school is to pro- 
vide the child with the knowledge that 
will initiate him’ into an intelligent 
participation in the cultural values and 
the practical responsibilities which make 
up the life of the community. But the 
school does not seem to know that there 
is such a thing as religion in American 
society. It does not see the millions go- 
ing to the churches. It does not ask 
why they go. To ask such questions and 
to answer them is forbidden by our 
educational system. 

The schools do not exclude political 
science because the community is di- 
vided into Republicans, Democrats, and 
the rest. Nor does it exclude economics 
because there are capitalists and social- 
ists in the community. If these contro- 
versial subject matters can be taught 
without doing violence to partisan prej- 
udices, religion can also be taught with- 
out doing violence to the beliefs of 
Protestants, Catholics, and Jews. 

The possession of knowledge about 
religion will not, of course, guarantee 
religious faith or devotion, but one thing 
is sure; religion and morality cannot 
remain positive forces while we con- 
tinue to allow our children to grow up 
in religious illiteracy.

Department of Justice, 1944 as com- 
pared with 1929, which show these in- 
creases in crimes committed by boys) 
from ten to 18; murder up 47 per cent; 
rape up 69 per cent; assaults up 71 per 
cent. Sex crimes other than rape had 
risen 61 per cent. For girls of the same 
age range, sex offenses and_prostitu- 
tion rose 375 per cent. Drunkenness 
mounted 174 per cent. Children today 
are committing 56 per cent of all crimes. 

These are not all underprivileged 
children. Child offenders come from 
good homes as frequently as from “bad” 
homes. 

One young desperado aged seven 
with two pals had stolen government 
documents, which they destroyed, and 
committed 20 robberies. He stuck his 
tongue out when caught and said “You 
can't do anything to me! I’m under 
seven.” Others, guilty of major crime,
